State funding for potato research is critical in developing potato varieties
which use less water, are heat tolerant, resistant to changing pest profiles and
meet the expectations of consumers. Each action that can help lower costs,
ease movement of product, and provide incentives to keep farming operations
competitive is important to the Idaho Potato Industry.

Michael Parrella, Dean, U of I, College of Agriculture and Life Sciences (CALS),
reported on the Agricultural Experiment Station and Extension and CALS
enrollment status, capital projects faculty and staff retention/turnover. The Seed
Potato Germplasm facility in Moscow, Idaho, will triple seed potato production
and create plantlets free from viruses and other diseases. The Idaho Center for
Agriculture, Food and the Environment (CAFE) will be the country's largest and
most advanced research center targeting the dairy and allied industries. CAFE
will be a sustainable agriculture system focused on providing global solutions to
ongoing issues facing agriculture, food, the environment and society. Dean Parrella
introduced Brent Olmstead, and John Wright, and Jenn Root, and Barbara
Petty from the University of Idaho, CALS.
